Merton, German metal magnate, 
testified today that he paid the 
late John T. King $441,000 for his 
aid in obtaining for alleged Ger- 
man owners the $7,000,000 realized 
irom the sale of American Metals 
Co, stock held as enemy property 
during the war. 

Merton, whe is the Government's 
star witness, said he paid $50,000 
to King by check before receiving 
the claim and then gave him $391,- 
000 in Liberty Bonds the day after 
getting the $7,000,000. The Gov- 


ernment contends that Harry M. 
Daugherty, ‘former Attorney-Gen- 
eral, and Thoma: W. Miller, former 
alien* property custodian, shared 
in this money for approving the 
transfer of the $7,000,000. They 
are now on trial for conspiracy to 
defraud the Government in what 
it contends was one of the biggest 
post-war graft cases. 


Merton maintained he did not 
know what King did. with the 
check, further than that it was 


cancelled, or with the liberty bonds. 
He said he did not see King ‘:gain 
after turning the Liberty bonds 
over to him the day after Miller 
had personally’ given him two 
checks for approximately $7,000,- 
000, covering the claim for the 
American Metaols Co. stock. These 
two checks were given to him, Mer- 
ton testified, at a champuene din- 
ner in the Ritz-Cariton Hotel. at 
which King, Miller and the late 
Jesse W. Smith, aid and confidante 
of Daugherty, were his guests.

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HUGE DISTILLING PLANT RAIDED 


Plant in New Orleans Had 30 Vats; 
> Persons Held. 
By the Associated Press. 
NEW ORLEANS, 
distilling plant, occupying a four- 
story building and utilizing more 
than 30 distillery vats with a man- 
ufacturing capacity of more than 
2000 gallons a week, was raided by 
prohibition agents here today.
